Be it enacted by tlie Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota;

SECTION 1. That there be established at Anoka, in Ramsey
county, Territory aforesaid, a literary institution by the name
and style of the " Anoka Academy," and that E. D. Neil, W.

Corporator w. Wales, Caleb Woodbury, William S. Larnes, D wight
Woodbury, Eli H. Davis, Samuel W. Shaw, Surnncr W. Farn-
ham, D. Palmer, George Bent, James C. Foost, James McCuuc,
D. Uobbins, A. P. Lane, T. S. Slaughter, and William Sprigg
Hall, and such other persons as may be elected to succeed
them, their associates and successors in office, be and they
are hereby created a body politic and corporate, to be called
and styled the "Trustees of the Anoka Academy," and shall
be trustees of said Academy, for the purpose of establishing,
maintaining and conducting an institution of learning for the
purpose of education of youth, and by the aforesaid corpor-
ate name of such trustees, to remain in perpetual succession,
with full and complete power and authority to sue and be
sued, plead and be impleaded in all courts of law and equity,
and before all tribunals within said Territory, with full power
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authority and right to acquire, receive, hold, sell, grant and
•convoy property, real, personal or mixed, in all lawful ways;
And full power and authority to make, have and use a com-
mon seal, and to alter the same at pleasure; to make and
alter from time to time such rules, regulations and by-laws
as they may deem expedient, proper and necessary for the
proper government and management of said institution, its
officers, agents and servants; Provided^ Such by-laws are not
inconsistent with this act and the laws of the land.

SEC. 2. That there shall at all times be the same number TruateeB ap,
of trustees of said corporation as are mentioned in tho first pointed an-
section of this act, to be chosen and appointed annually by **uy
the trustees, „

SEC. 3. That the said trustees are hereby authorized and hrect Aiding*
empowered to expend such portions of the funds as may
come under their control at any time, in the erection of suit-
able buildings, and in purchasing- a site for the same in the
town of Anoka, in the county of Eamsey, and for the pur-
chase of a library, mathematical, philosophical and chemical
apparatus, as they may deem expedient or necessary, and the
control and disbursement of all funds given or granted to
said academy are hereby vested in said trustees.

SEC. 4. The board of trustees aforesaid, shall hold their
first meeting- at St. Paul, in said county, within ten months pirgt meeUnff
after the passage of this act, Provided, That if a quorum fail
of meeting, the members present shall have the right and
authority to organize imd adjourn to such place and time as
they may deem meet and proper, to secure a quorum of the
board. At the first regular meeting, when a quorum is in
attendance, tho said trustees shall fix and designate the time
of their first and future annual meetings, which shall in no
case be altered except by a vote of two-thirds of the trustees; clawing of
they may also choose all necessary officers whose term of of- tnutcea.
ficc shall expire at the first annual meeting. The trustees
shall at said first meeting, when o. quorum is present, be di-
vided into two classes, one-half of the whole number in each
class; class number one shall hold their office ono year; class
number two shall hold their office two years from the first
annual meeting, and then thereafter alternately in each year
the classes of trustees aforesaid shall be elected, as provided
by law. AH vacancies occasioned by death, resignation, or
removal from the Territory, or otherwise, as well as the va-
cancies occasioned by the expiration of the term of office shall Vacancies
be filled by the board of trustees; and all vacancies, except
those occasioned by the expiration of the term of office may bo
supplied by tmy meeting called for that specific purpose, and
all officers shall hold over until their successors ore duly elec-
ted.

SEC. 5. That the said trustees shall have full power and p*J^ra of traj>

authority, and arc hereby vested with the same, to enact laws
for the government of the academy, appoint a requisite num-
ber of teachers, to appoint such officers and committees as t
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the management of said academy, and its funds may require,
to designate their duties, and determine and fix the amount
of their respective salaries; Provided, That no religions test
shall be required of any person to entitle him or her to the
privileges of this institution, nor shall any student be re-,
quired to attend the meeting's of any particular denomination,
except such as his or her parent or guardian shall prescribe.

SEC. 6. A majority of the said trustees shall at all times
constitute a quorum for the transaction of any business, but
a less number may adjourn.

SEC. 7. That the officers of the board of trustees shall
consist of a President, Secretary and Treasurer, and such
other officers and committees as the trustees may deem ne-
cessary and expedient. The President, Secretary, and Treas-
urer hold their offices for one year, or from the time of their
election until the next regular annual meeting, and until
their successors shall be elected; all other officers and com-
mittees shall hold their offices for such term as the board of
trustees may deem proper.

SEC. 8. Meetings of the trustees may be called by the Sec-
retary on application of five members, at such time and place
as they may deem expedient.

SEC. 9." That it shall be the duty of the President to pre-
side at all meetings of the board of trustees, but in his ab-
sence, the said board may elect a president pro tern.

SEC. 10. That it shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep
a fair and correct record of all the votes and proceedings of
the meetings of said trustees, and also to keep on file and
preserve all papers belonging to said board of trustees and
said institution, and to discharge faithfully such other duties
pertaining to his office as said board may direct.

SEC. 11. That it shall be the duty of the Treasurer to col-
lect and receive all moneys due to said Anoka Academy, or
which may be given or granted to the same, and to pay out
such moneys as the said board of trustees shall direct, and to
discharge such other duties pertaining to his office as said
trustees shall direct; and that tho said treasurer, before en-
tering upon the duties of his office, shall give bonds satisfac-
tory to said trustees, for the faithful discharge of his duties.

SEC. 12. The corporat&rs in this act named, shall consti-
tute the full board of trustees, and any three may call the
first meeting of the trustees, by giving two weeks' public
notice of the time and place, in some newspaper printed in.
this Territory.

SEC. 1.3. That tlic Legislature may at any time modify or
amend this act.
